As the benefit of theſe feveral 
Courts are very great, fo the know- 
ledge of the practice and uſage of 
them muſt needs be very deſirable to 
the Citizens and Inhabitants, there 
being very few, but at ſome time or 
other, muſt neceſſarily be cemcerned 
in ſome, if nat moſt of them. 

T here hath been ſeveral times 
printed a Trafl, called The Ci 
Law, which treats of ſome of thels 
Courts: But there being many 0- 
miſhrons and Dejetts therein, this 
Diſcourſe hath not only ſupplyed the 
fame, but alſo reflified the miflakes 
therein; ſbewing at large the Por- 
ers, Authorities, Cuſtoms, and U-

lo this Court all manner of Action may 
be entered and tried by a Jury as in other 
Courts, for any Debt, Treſpaſs, or other 
matter whatſoever ariſing within the Liber» 
ties of Londen, and to any value whatſoever, 
and is not a Court of Equity only, as many 
Citizens ſappoſe, and to this believe. 
There is only four Artorneys belonging to

It you give any of 
them a Note of your Action, he will Arreſt 
the Defendant, and in caſe ſuch Defendant 
cannot find Bayl, the Officer will carry him

An Action commenced in this Court may 
be brought toa Trial for 30.

That an Action commenced in this Court,

If A. ſhall be indebted to B. in a Sum of 
Moncy for Goods bought, & a Verbal agree- 
ment only to pay for them at a time to come, 
and an Attachment ſhall be made in the 
hands of A. tor the Money before the ume 
agreed for payment thereof, ſhall be clap- 
ſed, in ſuch cale 4. the Garniſhee may plead 
the ſame Plea as above, and (hall not be com- 
pelled to pay the Money till it became

And if the Defendant in an Attachment

HR. D. ows Money to LC. and abſconds 
and happens to leave Goods in a Houſe or 
Warchouſe locked up, and no perſon in the 
Houſe or Warehouſe , in ſuch cale L. C may 
ſequeſter the Houſe or Warehouſe , and the 
Goods and Chattcls therein contained, & in 6 
days time may condemn theGoods: the man- 
net of making aSequeſtration is as followeth: 
L. C. muſt carer an Action of Debt avainſt 
X. D. with one of the four Attorneys of ths 
Court, and then one of the Officers of this 
Court

And then muſt put a Padlock upon the Door 
of the Houſe, and fer a Seal upon the Key- 
hole. After ſour Court days paſſed, which 
is vfually in four days, the Officer will re- 
ceive a Precept to open the Warchouſe,and 
cauſe the Goods therein to be Invenery*d 
and Apprais'd by any two Freemen ; and 
the Appraiſors muſt ſer their Names or 
Marks to the fame Inventory, and come to 
the next Court, and there take the Oath 
following :

pleaſure ; which is a miſtake : For if 
an Apprentice ſhall not be Inrolled, and the 
Maſter turn him away, the Apprentice may 
in ſuch cafe bring his Action upon the Cove- 
nants in his Indenture, and recover Dama- 
nes from time to time againſt the Maſter : 
Andif — — Inrolled and turn'd

The Widow of every Freeman,it the hall

It is the intcreſt and advantage of all Ex- 
 ecurors and Adminiſtrators of Freemen to 
exhibit laventories of the Eſtates of fuch 
Freeman within the time limited and ap- 
pointed by the Court of Aldermen, for the 
doing thercof, eſpccally ſuch as hall leave 
no zrcatcr Eſtate then to pay their Debes : 
For it upon the bringing any laventory into 
the Courc of Aldermen , it ſhall appear to 
the Court, that the Teſtator did not leave 
more E ſtate then to pay his juſt Debes, in 
ſuc h cafe the Court will diſcharge ſuch Exe 
cutor or Adminiſtratot of the Recognizance 
he gave for exhibiting an Inventory without 
paying any Fee to any Ofhcer whatſocver : 
Provided ſuch Execuror or Admniſtrator 
bring in uch Inventory, when he ſhall have 
notice from Mr. Common Crier ſo ta do. 

I ke Conrt of Aldermen do commit the

This Cuſtom hath been adjudged tea ſon- 
able, and was argued in the Courr of Kings 
Bench, inthe Caſe of a Merchant that had a 
good Eſtate, whointermarried with au Or- 
phan, without the confeat of the Court of 
Aldermen : The Orphan had but 200 1. ot 
thereabouts in the Chamber of London , but 
her Portion was SooL and upon hearing 
the matter in the Court of Aldermen, the 
Merchant did feer to juſlltibe himſelf , be- 
cauſe he had the conſent of the Orphans 
Relations: Thereupon the Court ordered 
him to pay 40. as a Fine , which be refu- 
ſcd , and was committed to Newgare And 
after ſore conſderable time he brought a 
Habeas Corpes,, which was allowed, and the 
cauſe of bis Impriſonment returned; and 
upon peruſal of the Return, and after long 
debate had by Counſel on both fides, the 
Court of Kings Bench remanded the Gen- 
tleman back to Priſon , and directed him to 
ſubmit to the Court of Aldermen , which
